This slave-trading is a profitable business. It is 
profitable at both ends ; for it pays those well who 
engage in it, and not badly those whose business it 
to stop it at’the outset. Precisely how much this la 
ter class make, we have no means of knowing, but 
undoubtedly their gains are considerable. It is idle 
to suppose that these vessels get oil' without official 
connivance. All the methods adopted, we do not 
know ; but sometimes, it is said, where no evidence 
has appeared against the vessel, a bag or two of gold 
has disappeared from her cabin ; sometimes when it 
was thought, the papers had been seized that would 
certainly convict her, they were found, when opened 
—having, in the meantime, been in possession of a 
sworn officer of the law—to be a mass of Most inno¬ 
cent and uninteresting correspondence. Probably, 
where both parties understand their business, all 
public scandal is avoided, and the slaver slips out of 
port quietly and unmolested. 

Nor are the opportunities of turning a penny co 
fined to the seizure of vessels which are known to 
slavers. The destination and purpose of every one 
them that clears from this port bomid for Alnca foi 
a “ cargo of ebony,” are as positively known m cep 
tain quarters, as that the Gunard steamers take mails 
and passengers to Liverpool weekly. The lading, 
provisioning and equipment of this “ blackbird line 
difler from all other ships ; they are. always cleare 
at the Custom-House by the master, or by some farm 
which at no other time has either local habitation or 
a name. No excuse ever exists for a mistake, for the 
moral, if not the legal, evidence is always perfect- 
Yet tins o-uilty always escape, while advantage is 
sometimes ta:en of the law to make the innocent 
suffer. A case of this sort occurred a year or two 
aco. A respectable merchant of Salem, Mass., bought 
a°brig here, and was about to go with her^jg||

Perhaps such instances are rare, for want 
of oppprtunity ; but that they sometimes occur, and 
are made.the pretext of oppressing the honest mer¬ 
chant, is a proof that other things beside liberty are 
held at the price of eternal vigilance.

LATE FROM THE SLAVING FLEET. 

Bv a recent arrival from the coast of Africa, we 
learn there were seven American vessels in the Congo 
riv“r June 4, trading, of course, but the names 01 
which were not reported. English cruisers had been 
alongside of them all, found that they were not H | 
boarded with impunity, and prudently hauled , 
several officers had recently been reprimanded by the 
Admiralty for going on board American vessels with¬ 
out permission. Incidentally we have been informed, 
that a regular fleet of vessels clear from different 
ports of the United States at the same time, and that, 
distributed among them, are stores and water to fit 
out two or three of them for slavers, and that when 
the coast is clear, they all combine to aid the selected 
vessel in receiving stores and slaves with the greatest 
possible despatch. By these means, seven or eight 
vessels may be all engaged in the slave trade, without 
Bavin®- on board sufficient slave material to convict 
any one of them. This system might be termed the 
“ mutual aid dodge.” We understand that it works 
successfully. It rarely happens that there is :

THE KEY WEST NEGROES. 

A few days ago, within about twenty-four hours of | 
the successful landing of a gang of negroes in Mobile 
bay twenty-three remarkably fine fellows, field hands, 
were placed on board of the Mobile steamer for this 
city, aud, having safely arrived, are to be sold, on Fri¬ 
day, at the St. Charles Hotel, by Julian Neville. 
There is much discussion and inquiry as to the char¬ 
acter of these negroes, whether they are of the recent 
or whether they are a portion of the one hundred and 
ninety for whom graves were dug at Key West, but 
who, unreasonably enough, preferred rather the com¬ 
fortable quarters of our river plantations to such 
narrow accommodations as Uncle Sam proposed 
furnish them. One of the lot, a boy of seventeen, 
weighs one hundred and seventy, and is over six feet 
high. It is supposed he is of the Bozale tribe, and

magistrate, whose duty it shall be to examine into 1 
character and tendencies of said book, writing 
publication, and the purpose for which the same 
intended to be used by the person to whom it is 
directed, and if, upon such examination, he shall con¬ 
clude that said writing, book or publication is such 
as is described in the preceding article, and intended 
to be used in violation of the provisions of said arti¬ 
cle, it shall be his duty to cause said book, writing 
publication to be burned in his presence. 

Art. 653. E. If any free person shall subscribe lor 
any book, writing or publication, such as is described 
in Art. 653, C.. of this chapter, and with the intent to 
use the same in violation of the provisions of said 
article, he shall be fined in a sum not exceeding five 
hundred dollars, or imprisonment in the county jail 
for a term not exceeding six months, or both, 
discretion of the jury. 

Art. 653. F. If any postmaster or deputy-postmas¬ 
ter shall violate his duty as prescribed in Art. 6o3, D., 
lie shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and 
shall be fined in any sum not exceeding tw^mndred 
I dollars.

More than twenty years have 
set their signet upon this great experiment, to certify 
to all the world and to all future time that it is safe 
to obey the laws of God, and that repentance, even 
after a long continuance in crime, is never left with¬ 
out its blessing.

The American Revolu¬ 
tion was attended and followed by many evils, the 
effects of which are yet felt and seen; but we do not 
suppose the most patriotic maligner of West India 
liberty would say that it were, therefore, better to 
have remained under the government of the British 
Crown. The French Revolution was blackened with

Supposing all this were true, it would not invali¬ 
date the argument in favor of Liberty over Slavery, in 
the least. Rum and sugar are not the only, nor yei 
the chief, ends of man. The question is whether the 
people of these islands are Happier, more comfortable, | 
better taught, better mannered, more contented, with 
higher aspirations and actually greater advance¬ 
ments., than under slavery. No one who has looked 
it the facts through any eyes than those of Yankee 
ikippers and squeamish tourists, has ever had any 
question on those points. Morality, education, com¬ 
fort have all grown and increased in proportion as 
the days of torture and enforced toil recede upon the 
memory of the inhabitants. We have said that 
almost all the illustrations of the evil workings of 
emancipation are drawn from Jamaica; but even 
there it is not pretended that there is any misrule, 
insubordination, poverty or crime, greater than exis¬ 
ted in the days of slavery. That the condition ot I 
Jamaica in aU these respects is infinitely improved, 
no witness with any pretensions to intelligence and 
candor pretends to deny. The only charge brought 
against the blacks there is, that they prefer working 
tor themselves rather than for their old masters. 
Competent witnesses deny that less labor is per¬ 
formed by the negroes there now than in the palmiest 
days of the whip. It has been diverted to a variety ol 
production, instead of being concentrated upon one. 
if less sugar and rum are exported thence than - 
hundred years ago, it is because the laborers are fri 
what they please, and they prefer raising 
such crops as they can best consume themselves. It 
n insult to common sense and common human- 
argue that Jamaica was happier, admitting 
that she was richer, when the blackness, of death 
overshadowed her, than she is now that she sits in 
the light of the liberty with which G6d hath made 
her free. 

But, allowing that all is true that is alleged about 
Jamaica, let the politico-economists whose souls grieve 
over the sorrows of sugar and rum, take comfort! 
There are other islands besides Jamaica, and not onlj 
is there never a word heard lisped against the success 
of Emancipation in them, but the statistics, which are 
the scriptures of political economy, tell them glad 
tidings of rum and sugar there. We have not heard 
the returns of the last year; but those of 1857-8 
showed that the actual exports of sugar from all the 
sugar islands taken together—though the production 
of Jamaica, once the largest, was much reduced from 
what it was—was very much greater, we think 
double, the largest exportations of the best years oi 
slavery! And this, though the consumption of the 
people of the islands themselves was vastly increased. 
There has been no pretence that any want ot pro- 
B since L83A, in any island but, 
Jamaica, was owing to the unwillingness of the 
blacks to work. It was the Free Trade policy of the 
mother country which opened her markets to Cuba 
and Brazil that damaged the prosperity of the islands 
ior a time. But the energy of free labor has over¬ 
come that obstacle since then. Even in Jamaica the 
blame of its distress is not now laid upon the 
industry of the black laborers, but upon the want oi 
the fostering care of the Home Government. Though, 
back of that, there always lay the debts of the old 
planters which had mortgaged their estates thrice 
over to the English merchants, and which absorbed 1 
the compensation aUotted by partiament for the j 
unpaid labor they were deprived of. But, even there, 
the gradual extinction of the old planters, bigoted to 
slavery and willing to suffer loss themselves, if they 
could only prove Emancipation a failure, and the 
wholesome agencies of free labor, are changing the 
whole face of affairs; while, everywhere else, pros¬ 
perity, wealth, comfort, happiness, moral as well as 
material improvement, are the universal and acknow¬ 
ledged consequences of the great act of justice per¬ 
formed six-and-twenty years ago by the British nation. 

That this glorious experiment will have its effect 
on our own slavery, in due time, we believe. Though 
having eyes we see not, and having ears we refuse to 
hear, in order that we may harden our hearts and 
refuse to let our bondmen go; yet, in the course ol 
Divine Providence, we shall be chastened and taught 
by suffering to seek after more excellent things. 
time must colne, when, under one compulsion 
another, the slave masters will have to encounter the 
necessity of Emancipation. Then they will, of neces¬ 
sity, turn their eyes to this great lesson and learn 
from it how easy and simple and safe a thing it is to 
do justly and to love mercy. In the meantime, all 
friends of liberty, who recognize no rights ; 
belonging to one man over another, do well to kei 
their holiday on this immortal Anniversary, and 
proclaim its true teachings in all ears that will listen 
to them.
